stated bv a witness to the accident, that 
the Stiers vehicle becam e airborne for

pole. The car upon hitting the pole on the

Stiers was pinned in the w reckage for a

City Police officers were assisted at the 
scene by the Rush County Sheriff's 
departm ent, the Indiana State Police, 
and the Rushville Special Police. 


The C arthage Town Board, the Ripley 
Township Volunteer Fire D epartm ent, 
and Ripley Township Trustee Norman 
Eickhoff have sent a letter to the Rush 
County Commissioners expressing their

The letter, dated Decem ber I, listed 12 
item s described by the Carthage officers 
as pertinent facts in the placing of 
em ergency am bulance service. 


Included in those facts listed by the 
C a rth a g e re p re se n ta tiv e s w ere the 
population of the C arthage area, and the 
fact that 40 per cent of their 2,000 
population are over retirem ent age. 


The letter went on to state m at since 
January I of this year. Todd’s ambulance 
service answ ered (kl calls in the Carthage 
area, not including calls made in that 
area by em ergency am bulances from 
Knightstown and Hancock County. They 
turther advised the Commissioners that 
that figure represents “ more calls an­ 
swered in this area than all other rural 
areas of Rush County combined ” 


The letter further stated no other 
proposed community is able to cover the 
C arthage area adequately in the area of 
response tim e because of the location and 
accessibility. 


Other m ajor points in the letter include 
a statem ent by the C arthage officials 
that they have a building ready for use to 
house the em ergency am bulance, there 


are four nurses in the area to assist if 
needed, and the fact that 70 per cent of 
the patients in the Carthage area go to 
Greenfield or New Castle for treatm ent, 
and a unit in the Carthage area would 
save overall time.

C arthage 
officials 
asked 
the 
com m issioners to ‘‘include us in your 
plans for em ergency am bulance service 
for th§ county, or alter your present 
plans and place one of your intended 
units in the town of C arthage.” They 
further stated that if their request was 
not acceptable, they would seek the 
com m issioners’ cooperation 
in 
going 
before the State Board of Accounts and 
the State Board of Tax Review to petition 
them for the taxes of Ripley Township to 
be independent and used for the purpose 
of supporting their own unit. 
The letter, signed by Donald Cam pbell, 
Carthage Town Board President, N or­ 
man Eickhoff, Township T rustee, and 
Jack Howard. Carthage Volunteer Fire 
departm ent 
President, was also 
a c ­ 
companied by a letter from Dr. O L. 
Webb and Vicky Hunnings, R N. 
The letter from the C arthage M edical 
Clinic completely supported this idea, 
calling for som e type of am bulance 
service based in the Carthage com ­ 
munity.

Measles Seem To Be Spreading 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — Measles cases continue to 
spread in higher-than-usual numbers around Indiana, 
but there s no specific pattern of local outbreaks 
developing 
No one knows for sure exactly how many cases of 
measles have developed in the state this year, since the 
number reported to the State Board of Health is only a 
fraction of the total amount. 
However, the number reported to health officials is 
nearly six times the normal amount. So far this year, 
the State Board of Health has recorded 3,548 cases, 
compared with 651 for average and 456 last year. 
Health officials say there s no pattern and thus no way 
to determ ine where the next outbreak will occur. The 
outbreaks have been scattered. 
The most recent wave of cases has been in Lake, 
Marion, Steuben, Fayette and Noble counties A week 
earlier, health officials said, the measles appeared 
concentrated 
in 
Wayne, 
Starke and 
Bartholomew 
counties.

Kinerk said both production workers and skilled 
tradesmen ratified the pact by wide m ajority The vote 
by production workers was 3,308-92 and the tally for 
tradesmen was 909106 
The GM contract is almost identical to agreements 
approved earlier at Ford and Chrysler. Like the other 
two major auto producers, skilled workers hold veto 
power over any pact.

This one will provide some 
fun, with little strain on either 
credibility or intellectual abili­ 
ty. 
Then th ere’s “F eather and 
F ath er,” 
with

Feather, while 
H arry Gould 
carries the show as her father, 
Harry, a not quite reform ed 
bunco artist who — with his 
m erry band of d rifte rs and 
conmen — proves that an Air 
Force general killed a would-be 
blackm ailer. 
T here’s no suspense about 
whodunit. 
The 
plot 
revolves 
around the con used to get the 
goods on the guilty general, and 
it’s sort of fun, even if it m akes 
no sense w hatever.
